General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  for  which  the  Staffordshire  Council  Council  is 
the  Authority  has  been  held  fortnightly  during  the  year  instead  of  monthly, 
as  previously.  Apart  from  this  there  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  Health 
Services. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Council  obtain  their  water  supply  in  bulk  from  the  South 
Staffordshire  Water  Works  Company.  The  quantity  and  quality  of  the 
supply  is  satisfactory.  During  each  year  two  samples  of  the  Public  Supply 
are  submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist,  and  two  to  the  County  Analyst. 
Every  report  on  such  samples  has  been  satisfactory. 

There  still  remain  several  houses  at  Brereton  owned  by  Brereton 
Collieries,  Ltch,  which  are  supplied  by  contaminated  water. 
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Samples  of  water  from  a  well  at  Moors  Farm  Cottage  were  submitted 
to  the  County  Bacteriologist  and  County  Analyst.  Both  samples  were 
reported  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  Owner  to  connect  to  the  Public  Supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  scheme  has  yet  been  adopted  for  the  Sewering  and  treatment  of 
Sewage  in  the  Brereton  area  of  the  District. 

The  Bugeley  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  still  only  one -third  of  the 
necessary  requirement. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  stream  running  through  the  centre  of  the  town  is  clean  and  in 
no  way  detrimental  to  health.  Waste  paper  sometimes  gets  into  the  stream, 
but  during  the  year  a  screen  has  been  fixed  at  the  entrance'  to  Forge  Pool. 

The  stream  running  through  the  Parish  of  Brereton  is  still  polluted 
by  cesspools.  This  will  be  remedied  when  the  Sewage  scheme  is  in 
existence. 


Housing  (including  Overcrowding). 

Nineteen  houses  in  the  area  have  been  represented  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 

Demolition  Orders  were  put  on  16. 

The  Owners  of  the  remaining  three  houses  gave  an  undertaking  not 
to  relet  them  when  vacated. 

The  situation  of  the  overcrowded  families  remains  the  same.  There 
has  been  considerable  delay  in  the  scheme  for  the  rehousing  of  tenants 
displaced  from  Slum  Clearance  houses.  I  hope  that  the  scheme  will  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  next  year;  and  also  that  the  scheme  for  the 
rehousing  of  overcrowded  families  will  be  dealt  with. 

Prevalence  and  Control  over  infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

There  is  no  provision  yet  of  Isolation  Hospital.  The  Council  has 
joined  in  a  scheme  with  other  neighbouring  Authorities  for  the  Provision 
of  a  Joint  Isolation  Hospital.  Until  this  provision  is  made,  the  Council 
is  dependent  as  heretofore  on  accommodation  in  hospitals  belonging  to 
other  Authorities. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

202  children  entered  the  Infant  Departments  of  the  Schools,  the 
parents  of  all  being  offered  the  treatment. 

61.25%  accepted 

An  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  stimulated  the  demand  for  treatment,  and 
a  considerable  number  of  parents  who  had  previously  refused  to  have 
their  children  treated  when  beginning  school  life,  now  asked  for  it. 

232  children  were  treated,  of  these: — 

•99  were  school  entrants. 

107  were  older  children,  previous  refusals. 

26  were  babies  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

T.A.M.  (Burroughs  Wellcome)  was  the  immunising  agent  used.

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Report  of  Sanitary  Inspector 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Seventh  Annual  Report 
dealing  with  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Health  Department  during  1937. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  Town  area  is  mostly  sewered;  and  of  the  1,650  houses  in  this  area, 
only  eleven  have  not  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system.  There  are 
cases  in  the  district  of  closets  having  no  flushing  apparatus;  but  during 
the  year  50  houses  have  had  water  supply  and  apparatus  provided. 

A  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  proper 
sewering  of  the  Brereton  area.  In  this  area  are  318  privies,  and  131 
waterclosets  to  cesspools.  At  Etching  Hill  and  Hednesford  Road  are  131 
houses,  sixty  of  which  have  waterclosets  to  cesspools. 

Nuisances  have  again  arisen  during  the  year  from  the  overflowing  of 
the  Cesspools  at  Hednesford  Road;  and  in  my  opinion  the  sewering  of  tins 
area  is  desirable. 


Public  Cleansing. 

(a)  Dry  House  Refuse.— For  the  town  area  the  Council  have  a  Morris 
covered  refuse  vehicle.  A  large  number  of  the  bins  are  now  carried  into 
the  street  and  emptied  into  the  vehicle.  In  the  added  area  the  collection 
of  refuse  has  been  carried  out  by  two  contractors. 

(b)  Contents  of  Privies,  Cesspools,  etc. — This  is  conveyed  from  the 
premises  in  a  special  Sludge  cart  and  disposed  of  for  manurial  purposes. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs: — During  the  year  only  one  privately  owned 
house  and  two  Council  Houses  were  found  to  be  infested.  The  Council’s 
workmen  disinfested  all  three  by  the  following  methods : — All  picture 
moulding,  skirting  boarding,  etc.,  was  removed  and  sprayed  at  intervals. 
All  defective  plaster,  nail  holes,  etc.,  were  cut  out;  and  the  back  of  the 
boarding,  the  plaster,  furniture,  nail  holes,  etc.,  were  sprayed  with  an 
insecticide.  The  insecticide  we  used  was  Bo  No.  A  spray  is  left  with  the 
tenant  for  frequent  spraying.  The  workmen  call  after  one  month  to  repeat 
the  spraying,  make  good  the  plaster,  and  replace  or  renew  necessary 
woodwork.  Only  distemper  or  paint  is  allowed  on  the  walls.  The  tenant 
is  given  instructions  to  notify  any  reinfestation,  and  calls  are  made  at 
intervals  to  see  that  the  house  is  kept  clean.  The  premises  of  prospective 
Council  house  tenants  are  examined,  and  if  infested  we  endeavour  to 
disinfest  the  house  and  furniture  by  the  method  described  above,  before 
the  removal  of  the  tenant  to  a  Council  house. 
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Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  public  or  private  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  area. 

Shops  Acts. 

The  Shops  Inspector  has  been  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Health 
Department  in  regard  to  the  sanitary  conveniences,  ventilation,  etc.  Five 
not  Ices  were  served  to  provide  adequate  sanitary  conveniences.

The  water  supply  to  all  the 
schools  is  received  from  the  Council’s  mains.
